_ CAIRO, March 14 (WP).—President Anwar Sadat announced 
tonight that he wants to abrogate Egypt's treaty of friendship and 
cooperation with the Soviet Union 

In 2 stunning conclusim to a three-hour speech to the People's 
Assembly, the nation’s parliament, Mr, Sadat said the treaty had 
become “nothing but a piece of paper” after years of steadily deterio- 
rating relations between the two countries. 

He reached his decision, he said, after Moscow refused recently 
to permit India to supply spare 
parts and maintenance service

Britain to Accept 
Japan A-Waste 


LONDON, March 14 (Reuters). 

The government has decided to 
let used nuclear fuel from Japan 
be reprocessed in this country for 
Storage disposal, despite protests 
hy ecologists. 
Subject to a contract now 
under negotiation, 4,000 tons of 
spent fuel would be sent here 
trom Japan for reprocessing by 
a state-owned firm over 10 to 
15 years, starting around 1979. 
The contract is estimated to be 
worth £500 million to Britain 
and would involve British con- 
struction of a new plant. 

In the last two years, British 
Nuclear Fuels, Lid., has received 
about 2,000 tons of used nuclear 
fuel from Britain's nuclear pow- 
er program and about 320 tons 
from overseas contracts. After 
re ing, about 3 per cent of 
the fuel is left as highly radio- 
active, liquid waste, which has to 
be safely stored for more than 
half a million years.

6 Nations Will Join Group of 7 


Setting Curbs on A-Arms Data

WASHINGTON, March 14 
(N¥T).—The group Seven 
“nuclear-exporting” countries that 
have agreed on safeguard guide- 
lines to try to prevent a spread 
of atomic weapons will be ex- 
panded by six countries later this 
year, West European and Zast 
European diplomats reported yes- 
terday. ie 

The six are the Netherlands, 
Sweden, Belghin, Italy, Bast Ger- 
meny and Poland. 

The guidelines were adopted by 
the seven so-called supplier coun- 
tries in January following nine 
months of secret meetings by 
representatives of the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Britain, 
France, Canada, West Germany 
and Japan 

All seven are countries engaged 
in the business of selling nuclear 
reactors and technology and, in 
some cases, fuel reprocessing 
equipment. The latter, it is felt 
by the Ford administration, could 
be turned into facllities for 
making atomic bombs. 

Indian Atomic Device 

The example of India, which 
detonated an atomic device in 
1974 drawing on technology devel- 
oped in conjunction with an im- 
ported Canadian reactor, is cited 
as @ prime example of the inad- 
vertent spread of nuclear weapon- 
making capability. 

This event prompted the Unit- 
ed States to convene the secret 
Suppliers’ conference as a means 
of developing basic rules of 
behavior on future international 
exports of nuclear technology and 
equipment. The secrecy was de- 
manded principally by France.

The villagers’ reaction to the 
new style of life in Manyika va- 
ries greatly. Chife Nyayina, who 
arrived ar tke village headquar- 
ters in a special anti-mine vehi- 
cle with o white guard and a 
black guard carrying automatic 
rifles, was happy with the new 
setup, “The old type of living 
created tremendous problems,” he 
explained as commissioner Mi- 
rams interpreted for him. “At 
least now we are safer.” 

Death of an Aide 

Chief Nyajina is vice-president 
of the Uzumba Council (Mr. 
Mirams is its de-facto president). 
supports the white government 
and is thus 3 target for the guer- 
villas, The week before last, they 
beat to death with a pole one 
of his counselors after failing to 
get their hands on his messenger.

Were they forced to move from 
their οἷά homes? Not exactly 
“forced.” be said. but soldiers 
with guns told his family to 
move into the village. 

While there is no barbed-wire 
fence around the village, the 
youth said the curfew is strictly 
enforced and two men were shot 
last year when their bus was de- 
layed and they arrived home late. 
Apparently they were mistaken 
for guerrillas by the local security 
forces. 

It was clear from even a short 
visit to Manyika that there is 
nothing to prevent the guerrillas 
from visiting the villagers at 
their Kraals during the day or 
even from entering the village 
before curfew time at night. But 
Mr. Mirams claimed that the 
villagers, who are unarmed, 
would chase the guerrillas away 
or alert the local authorities to 
their presence, 

Whether this in fact happens 
wes impossible to tell But clear- 
ly the consolidated-village concept 
works only εἴ the villagers are 
mostly against the guerrillas, sup- 
port their chief and collectively 
turn against intruders. 

Protected Village 

Madziwa, a protected village, is 
surrounded by a fence and has 
spotlights, a public-address sys- 
tem and a defense force of 20 
militiamen and two white soldiers. 
Every man. woman and child 
was thoroughly searched before 
being allowed into the village and 
was Wearing @ plastic bracelet 
that had to match an identity 
card. 

In the center of the village of 
1800 inhabitants is a “keep,” a 
heavily fortified and fenced 
square. It came under guerrilla 


attack, including 60-mm mortar 
fire, seven times while being built 
in mid-1974, 

The Medziwa District Commis. 
sioner, Ian Thom, estimated that 
20 per cent of the population in 
Rls district had actively aided and 
abetted the guerrillas and that 
many were still aiding them. “The 
Foung people seem to go for the 
terrorists,” he said. 

Under questioning. he confirm- 
ed that the government had had 
to depose and jail two chiefs for 
“exhorting people to aid the ter- 
rorists" and that 250 other tribes- 
men had been detained for sup- 
Porting them. 

By October of 1974, 10 proteci~ 
ed villages had been completed in 
the Madziwa tribal trust land and 
the 16,000 inhabitants were ail 
moved into them. Since then 
there have been no serious in- 
cidents, according to Mr. Thom. 

Services Provided 

“We try to win their hearts 
and minds by giving them ser- 
vices [schools, clinics and cement 
latrines] and protection,” he said, 
But he admitted that the young 
people were “noncommittal” about 
the village and that most of the 
inhabitants would probably like 
to go back to their individual 
kraals “if there were Do ter- 

While it seems extremely dif- 
ficult now for guerrillas to get 
inside the protected village, there 
is nothing to prevent them from 
contacting the inhabitants out- 
Side during the day or being fed 
by them there. 

Mr. Thom said that the num- 
ber of guerriflas operating in the 
region had increased sharply 
since January but that they were 
lying low and Uving among the

Thé thing abont politics these days is that 
¥ doesn't stop at the water's edge. In fact, 
_ despite the old cliché. we are hard pressed 
to think of a recent time when it did. Not, 
surely, since the war in Vietnam. and not 
ainée the days well before thaf when 8 
vice-presidential candidate nameéd Richard 
Nixon was talking about something called 
Dean “Acheson's college of cowardly Com- 
Taunist containment.” When you think of 
it that way, Secretary Kissinger’s increasing 
sensitivity to and impatience with foreign- 
policy challenges in this year’s presidential 
campaign can be put into proper perspective. 
One’ way and another, in relafion to the 
press, the Congreas and the polftical candi- 
dates of 1976, Mr. Kissinger seems always 
to be arguing that (1) healthy foreign-policy 
debate 15 at once legitimate and desirable 
in dur society and (2) whatever debate ls 
going on αὖ the moment 15 not very healthy 
—or legitimate or desirable. Most recently 
he expressed these views in 8. speech in 
Boston in which he castigated critics for 
creating national dangers by fheir loose 
arguments on the merits of this country’s 
policies and their assessment of the relative 
strength of the Utilted States vis-a-vis the 
Russians. 


_ The secretary appeared to have in mind 
primarily Sen. Henty Jackson, the Wash- 
ington Democrat who is running for presi- 
dent, and the former governor of California, 
Ronald Reagan, a Republican who is ronning 
too. 
It is true, even obvious, that foreign policy 
debate in our national polities has 105 cost:

This was 
one cost of the polite and quiet acquiescence 
in Vietnam pdlicy in the early years after 
alL And (δ seems to us that anyone contem- 
plating that would have to agree that, besidé 
it, the cost of straightforward political de- 
bate is relatively ttle. 

We would in fact go farther and suggest 
that Secretary Kissinger should actually be 
welcoming the roughneck argument about 
his policies now going forward, For it is only 
by some kind of testing in the poHtical can- 
text that a genuine, broad, domestie con- 
sensus on American foreign policy can be 
reached. The results of the Florida primary, 
‘we should have thonght, would in fact have 
demonstrated 86 much to the secretary. 
There, Mr. Reagan, his principal antagonist, 
did rather poorly, and Sen. Jackson’s show- 
ing while respectable was nothing to write 
home about, In this sense, Mr. Kissinger 
was quite on the mark in Boston, and not 
merely exasperated, in challenging his critics 
to offer careful and defined alternatives to 
administration foreign policy, rather than 
simply slogans meant to rouse a partisan au- 
dience. He must understand, however, that 
he cannot simultaneously decry debate and 

- demand response. If:he feels that. adminis- 
tration policy i¢ defensible, then he should 


defend it without casting aspersions on the ἡ 


Motives of those on the attack. 

, There can be no doubt that the conduct ot 
US. foreign policy has hecome inseparably 
intertwined with the political explication of 
that policy. This imposes some heavy burdens 
on public officials but it gives them the 
advantage of the political high ground when 
they go on the stump. Mr. Kissinger is not 
short of forums, or of the resources of artic~ 
wlation, to build support for policy. He 
should not be short of patience and tenyper,

Israeli. Whirlwind 


Reacting out of reflex more than thought- 
ful analysis, the Israeli government is 
whipping up a whirlwind to prevent the 
United States from fulfilling commitments 
to provide modest amounts of military mate- 
rial to Egypt. This is a misguided attempt 
to exploit the genuine American concern for 
Israel's security. 

By spending their influence on such 4 
false issue, Israel's leaders and their Amer- 
Jean supporters threaten to neutralize U.S. 
diplomacy as 8 force for conciliation In the 
Middle East—a tragic turn of events for 
Israel's interests as well as those of the 
United States. 

US. military assistance to Egypt was an 
{mplicit element in the negotiations that 
culminated in last September's Sinai dis- 
engagement accqrd. An explicit American 
commitment to consider President Sadat’s 
military shopping list was well known to 
the Israeli government at the time of the 
sereement. : 

Strong arguments can be made against 
using American arms sales as instruments of 
diplomacy, perticulatly in regions of the 
world where war is an ever-present danger. 
but as a major recipient both now and in 
past years Israel is in poor position to use 
this argurient. Should Ierael’s leaders and 
thetr influential supporters in thé United: 
States succeed in persuading the U.S. govern- 
ment not to carry out the administration’s 
commitment to President Sadat, the entire 
structure of the Sinai nnderstanding would 
be threatened. : 


For his calculated risk of relying on the 
United States and adopting 2 policy of 
diplomatic ,moderation, Sadat would he 
shown up in the Arab world as receiving 
nothing in return—precisely the suspicion 
which Arab radicais have attempted to foster. 
Tt is difficult to imagine how many analysts 
could argue that Israel’s security would be 
enhanced by the discrediting of an Arab 
leader who chose the path of negotiation. 

No one can seriously contend that the sale 
of six C-130 military transports to Egypt 
would upset the Middle Eastern military 
balance—yet that is all that is at issne at 
the present time, The Ford administration 
has indicated that further transactions ate 
also under discussion; when these are detail- 
ed there will be adequate opportunity for 
Congress to weigh each individual transac- 
tion. There is no blank check. 

Three pro-Israel senators have repartedly 
proposed a “compromise” to the adnrinistra- 
tion, by which Egypt would get the alreraft 
through commercial channels rather than 
85 ἃ Pentagon transaction; squeamish legis- 
lators would thas be spared the necessity of 
going-on record in the midst of the present 
election campaign, Capitol Hill's relief at 
such a transparent dodge could quickly turn 
into bitterness at having been pushed around 
so crudely by electoral pressures. 


A far more sensible course—and one that. 


would do infinitely more to strengthen Unit- 
ed States-Israeli velations—would be for 
Premier Rebin’s government to re-evaluate 
the issue in its proper proportions.

Kicks and Whirls

He had no real stake in the 
power plays of the great land- 
Jords, the “caudillos.” with their 
shifting alliances, The caudcillos 
had their own private armies, 
printed their own currency. fought 
bloody battles over large territo- 
ries, They imposed arbitrary laws, 
arbitrary penalties, and ther 
lived according to the formal 
rituals of an imagined Spanish 
court. 

The heritage is still apparent 
among average Argentinians. 
Jose Luis de Imaz, a noted so- 
eiologist here, said in a recent 
iterview: “What now anpears to 
be apathy in the face of violence 
and ἃ crumbling society is really 
part of ἃ tradition, the tradition 
of keeping a safe distance from 
those old provincial rulers. They 
changed all the time, Govern- 
ments couldn't be trusted. Their 
rules were to be evaded. 

“Even today there is lip service 
Tto government] but little trust.” 
he added. 5 


Time to Exploit 


The caudillos themselves hed 
ome to loot, not to settle. But 
they did not find readily con- 
vertible wealth, gold or silver. 
They found the wealth of the 
soll. which takes time to exploit. 

They dug into the earth—or 
rather had others dig it for them 
—and built themselves sprawling. 
elegant ‘homes maintained by 
hordes of servants and augment- 
ed by stables, pools, gardens. 

But their real homes were in 
Europe and ther shipped most of 
their money back there. That has 
changed to 8 degree—but not 
completely. Today the estancias, 
the great estates. sport private 
helicopter pads and the sons of 
the caudillos commute to Buenos 
Aires. But much of the wealth is 
still transferred out of Argentina, 
According to an official of 2 U.S. 
bank subsidiary, Argentines have 
an estimated $5 billion in over- 
geas accounts. The government, 
desperate for capital, cannot 
touch it, let alone taz it. 

In the early days. nobody 
‘worried much sbout the steady 
grain of wealth. The richness of 
the pampas, with its topsoil 12 
feet deep and so free of pebbles 
that roadbed material must still 
be shipped in, seemed inexhaust- 
ible. Cattle fattened and mul- 
tiplied into huge herds on the 
pampas, an area as big as France 
and Belgium combijed, Other 
‘parts of the country were most 


hospitable to sheep and fruit 


trees, Rich atid poor alike lived 
on steak and wine purchased at 
the world's lowest prices, 
Nowadays, the statistics of 
falling production, dwindling 
herds, rising prices and interna- 
tional debt are frightening. Some 
Argentines refuge to accept the 
statistics and argue that they 
must be wrong because of the 
country's vast potential. its in- 
herent wealth and strength, 


A succession of governments 
has struggled to develop the po- 
fentinl But the efforts have al- 
ways tcutidered on party divisions, 
on opposition to any controls on 
prices or on Argentitia appetites 
and simple resistance to any 
change in the old patterns of 
Minime] investment. 

Despite all its weaknesses, the 
system worked for a long time. 
Evading government rules, under 
cutting the government were 
Norms. Elections were generally 
rigged. Politica) murders were 
mot unusual: smuggling and cor- 
ruption the rule. But Argentina 


‘wes so rich that it prospered 


through the 1920s, 

Argentina has always imported 
tashions, architecture and ideas 
frem Europe. In the early 1940s, 
with the problems heme to roast, 
it impdited the concept of she 
military strong man ἃ la Pranse 
and Mussolini. ‘The army, alarm- 
ed by the corruption and disor- 
der, took power in a coup in 1943. 
duan Peron was one of the 
Plotters. Z 

Peron had 8, kind of magic. He 
was able to convince the ega- 
centric Argentines that their ner- 
row, individual interests—what- 
ever they migsht be—were 
identical with his vision of an 
Argentine potential they all be- 
lieved in. 

He realized that the sons of 
the immigrants were isolated from 
the country's wealth and, in the 
Argentine tradition, divided 
among themselves. He took potit- 
ical advantage of these facts of 
life and, as labor minister, he 
got laws passed which have made 
Argentina's unfons the strongest 
Single political force in Latin 
America. 


Six Weeks’ Vacation 


Even today, Argentiné workers 
cannot be laid off. They receive 
full pay while on strike. They 
may miss a day's work or go home 
early with nothing more than a 
verbal excuse. Many enjoy six 
weeks’ annual vacation. 

Like all Argentines, Peron 
trusted in the country’s boundless 
wealth, He never thoczht to tie 
wage inercases to productivity. 
He paid no attention to the coun- 
try's need for investment and 
impzovements in the ggricultural 
Sector. 

Once he became president with 
the support of labor, he wooed 
businessmen with lavish govern- 
Ment projects. He seduced the 
budding left with expensive so- 
cial benefit programs. He fat- 
tened the army. He ignored the 
efforts of critics to make him 
account for his spending and for 
the corruption of his underlings. 

The army, disillusioned, finally 
ousted him in 1955. But civilian 
governbments made no impact on 
Argentina's problems and, in 1973, 
Peron, by then almost a legend, 
returned. 

Be died the next year, having 
achleved Httle. Now Argentina, 
on the third anniversary of Pe- 
ΤΟΥ 5 return to power, March 11, 
1978. ts divided and rudderiess. 
Its financial reserves are exhaust- 
ed. Productive investment is 
jacking; the public payroll is 
ludicrously fat, Wage-price in- 
flation is constant. Mrs. Peron's 
government totters along.
